Edward E. Gray Will Decide 
Local Appeal Cases for 
Draft Board 


Edward E. Gray, local attorney, 
has been requested by the State 
Bar of California to accept ap- 
pointment by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt as government ap- 
peal agent in the Upland area, in 
connection with the selective ser- 
vice law now before Congress. 

The duties of the agent are 
generally to represent the federal 
government in matters arising be- 
fore the conscription board in this 
area and to make appeal from 
any deferred classification, and 
the like, when in his judgment 
certain matters should be review- 
ed by the board of appeal. 

Recommendation for the posi- 
tion is made by the president of 
the state bar of California, and 
it is understood the appointment 
will be made directly by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The state bar of 
California has offered its aid in 
assisting in carrying out the pro- 
posed conscription law, and at- 
torneys are expected to lend their 
active assistance when called up- 
on to do so, as a part of the na- 
tional defence. One or more 
agents will be appointed in every 
county in the state, upon recom- 
mendation and _ request by the 
president of the state bar, and 
Mr. Gray said today he has ex- 
pressed his consent to act. ;

chairman of the San Bernardino 
county board of supervisors, dis- 
cussed relief taxation roblems 
last night when he addressed a 
meeting of the San _ Antonio 
Heights Community League. 

Mr. Grier stressed the fact that 
the San Bernardino county’s relief 
roll is the largest of any county tn 
the state and since each county 
; must pay one-fourth of the relief 
bill, an excessive burden has been 
placed upon this county, he said. 

URGING INDUSTRIES 

The board of supervisors is at- 
| tempting to offset this large relief 
| roll with increased employment 
by encouraging industrial con- 
j cerns with steady payrolls to lo- 
cate in this county, Mr. Grier stat- 
ed, citing Cal-Aero with its huge 
payroll as an example. The bene- 
fits of the salaries and wages tu 
be paid out by that concern were 
emphasized. 

The speaker, an expert on re- 
lief and tax matters, explained 
his views on those problems and 
told of his efforts before the leg- 
islature in attempting to equalize 
the relief tax load. 

The fact that California pays 
an old age pension of $40 a month, 
while a few states pay as low as 
$7, causes an influx to California, 
Mr, Grier declared, greatly in- 
creasing the state’s relief burden.

“TRESPASSING — LOITERING 
—FORBIDDEN BY LAW” in 
legible letters not less than two 
inches in height, provided, how- 
ever, that any public waiting 
room, dining room, office or other 
portion of any such structure or 
premises to which general public 
access is required in the normal 
use and operation thereof or 
where materials are delivered to 
or received by the public-shall not 
be so posted. The ‘posted bound- 
ary” of any area shall be a line 
running from sign to sign, and 
such line need not conform to the 
legal boundary or legal descrip- 
tion of any lot, parcel or acreage 
of land. 

Section Three. Posting—Where 
Permitted. The places which may 
be so posted are the following: 

(a) Every reservoir, dam, pump- 
ing station, aqueduct, main 
canal or pipe line, of a pub- 
lic water system; 

(b) Every reservoir, dam, gener- 
ating plant, receiving station, 
distributing station and 
transmission line of a com- 
pany or agency furnishing 
electrical energy; 

(c) Every gas generating plant, 
compressor plant, gas hold- 
er, gas tank, and gas main 
used for the production, stor- 
age and distribution of gas; 

(ad) Every plant or vital part 
thereof or other principal 
property essential to render- 
ing telephone or telegraph 
Service; 

(e) Every radio broadcasting 
central plant or station; 

(f) Every railroad bridge, 
vert or tunnel; 

(g) Every plant or place for the 
bulk storage of dynamite, 
giant powder, gun powder or 
other explosive. 

Section Four. Trespassing—a 
Misdemeanor. When any such 
premises is posted as provided in 
this Ordinance, it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to go upon 
or to remain upon any place with- 
in the posted boundary of any 
such premises, or to enter or to 
remain in any such posted struct- 
ure, without having upon his per- 
son the express written consent of 
the person, firm, corporation, de- 
partment or agency lawfully in 
possession or control thereof. 

Section Five. Loitering—a Mis- 
demeanor. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to loiter in the im- 
mediate vicinity of any premises 
posted as provided in this Ordi- 
nance while having in his posses- 
sion any explosive, fool, or devise, 
of whatever character capable of 
doing harm or damage to any 
structure, machinery, equipment 
or other property of a similar or 
dissimilar character, installed or 
located upon such posted premises 
or area. 

Section Six. Exemptions. This 
Ordinance does not apply to entry 


cul- 
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in the course of duty of any peace 
officer nor to any person travers- 
ing an established and_ existing 
public sidewalk, street or high-. 
way. 

Section Seven. 
Signs. Every person who tears 
down, defaces or destroys, or 
causes to be torn down, defaced 
or ‘destroyed, any sign placed or 
posted under the provisions of 
this Ordinance without the con- 
sent of the person, firm, corpora- 
tion, governmental ‘agency, de- 
partment or instrumentality hav- 
ing possession or control of the 
premises on which such sign has 
been erected, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

Section Eight. Penalty Clause. 
Every person, as principal, agent 
or otherwise, violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemean- 
or and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punishable by a fine of 
not to exceed Three Hundred Dol- 
lars ($300.00) or by imprison- 
ment in the city jail in the City 
of Upland, California, or in the 
county jail of San Bernardino 
County, California, for a period 
of not to exceed three (3) months, 
or by both such fine and impris- 
onment. 

Section Nine. If any provision 
of this Ordinance, or the applica- 
tion thereof to any person or cir- 
cumstance, is held invalid, the re- 
mainder of the Ordinance and the 
application of such provision to 
other persons or circumstances 
shall not be affected thereby. 


Section Ten. This Ordinance 
shall take effect thirty days after 
the date of its adoption and prior 
to the expiration of fifteen days 
from the passage hereof shall be 
published at least once in The 
Upland News, a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation, published and cir- 
culated in the City of Upland, 
California.
